The Germans attempted to counter 
attack at noon today. The troops concen- 
trated in the region of Machault in 
great forces, but were driven off by 
the .French and American heavy guns. 
The" Germans later attempted to reach 
the (Ravines south of Machault, but the 
allied artillery was again 
effective. 
Observers reported that this fire caus- 
ed disorder among the enemy forces, 
•which at last accounts were withdrawr 
ing, leaving rear guards to cover their 
retirement! 
' There was an intermittent bombard- 
ment of Somme-Py, as well as cross 
roads and areas back of the allied lines 
today.' Many of the projectiles fired by- 
the Germans were "duds." 
The absence of much light artillery 
activity "by the Germans is attributed 
to a. shortage of horses, according to in- 
formation reaching American officers.

IS DEFINITELY BROKEN

A number of the pupils of the grade 
and high schools of the city have been 
dismissed and one physician yesterday 
afternoon examined sixty school chil- 
dren at his office and stated that only 
one showed other than a normal tem- 
iwrature. It is not believed that the 
epidemic -will become general. 
At Utica the public schools have 
been dismissed and an order has been 
issued by village officials forbidding 
public gatherings. It is said that there 
are over sixty cases of grip in the 
village.

The steps taken by President Wilson 
according to indications has. met with 
the approval of the American, peoples. 
Newspaper editorial comment almost 
universally commended the move. Con- 
gressional leaders after carefully study- 
ing the communication 
sent by the 
President, praised it as a brilliant 
diplomatic stroke. 
The attitude of thc public and the 
press of the allied nations was awaited 
eagerly but without misgivings. Dis- 
tinct approval was expected from Great 
Britain, France, Italy and other co- 
belligerents.

difficult operation the Americans Mon- 
day improved their position on the east- 
ern edge of the Argonne forest, cap- 
turing Chatel 
Chehery and the hill 


around it. 


> At the beginning of the attack the 
American front extended from Fleville 
almost due south to the edge of the 
Argonne forest opposite Apremont with 
the Aire river cutting through about 
the center of the sector. First it was 
'ilecessary to capture a hill about Cha- 
tel Chehery. 
- The division- on the right advanced 3 
o'clock in the morning and crossed the 
river in a thick mist that completely 
hid the operation from the enemy. 


At this point the narrow valley of 


the Aire widens westward into a bay. 
the center of which is an island hill 
known as Number 180 while a prom- 
ontory on the southern end of the bay 
called hill Number 223 is connected 
by a long high ridge with hill Number 
244, a German artillery position. 


Under the ridge between the t\\o 


hills was the long straggling village of 
Chatel Chehery which had been entered 
several times by American patrols but 
never been out of enemy possission. 
. Instead of attacking hill number ISO 
fpontally the division on the Ame-ican 
right filtered around to the south of 
it and working into the woods, began 
to ascend the height from that dire-" 


- tion. The Germans finding that their 


defenses had been turned, withdrew 
their artillery. 
Soon after the Americans carried the 
hill and began to dig themselves in 
Mi the crest. 
The division in the center forded the 
river at 6 o'clock the mist being still 
thick. It was apprised of the position 
of the enemy's trenches by a shower 
of hand grenades. Undaunted, however. 
the Americans stormed the positions. 
The right wing Of this dhision carried 
hill number 223 and_ the center swept 
Chatel Chehery clear with the bajonet 
at 8:40 o'clock. 
The key to the whole position, hill 


number 244 at the further end of the 
village, still remained to be taken. The 
storming of the hill led to some heavy 
fighting. 
Passing through the village some 
troops worked around the hill and be- 
gan to ascend from the east where 
the 
slopes were 
much less trying. 
-Others filtering- in single file through 
-the wood made the ascent from the 
isouth. 
The hill was carried by 11:43 o'clock. 


.At one o'clock in the afternoon the 
American advance from the southern 
pide began. 
In consequence on this 


the enemy was forced at once to fall 
back from the center of the Argonne 
The American troops which had been 
held there by the enemy passed La 
Vlergette and Joined hands with the 
left of the division which had stormed 
Chatel Chehery where by three o'clock 
the Americans had consolidated their 
new positions. 
The most interesting event of the 


day was the liberation of a battalion 
which had been entirely isolated and 
surrounded by the enemy in the Ar- 
gonne forest for five days. The plight 
of these troops had been known and 
several attempts had been made by 
French and American troops to relieve 
them but without success. 


By Monday evening at 6:40 o'clock 


the American gains on the eastern 
edge of the forest had made possible 
an advance in the center. The troops 
here moved forward and broke the cir- 
cle which the 
Germans had drawn 


around the battalion, restoring it after 
it's splendid and dogged resistance to 
the division which had begun to re- 
gard it as lost.

Mrs. Lulu Wiley of Eddy street has 


received a most interesting letter from 
her. .husband, Loren Wiley, who has 
been in the fighting sector for some 
time and who came 'near being hit by 
a piece of casing from a 'shrapnel .shell 
dropped by a German airman, but the 
Newark man was saved by his stee 
helmet. He also assures his wife that 
the French girls have no charm for 
him. He says: 
"I have had a good job ever since 


I hit this town. I work for. the col 
onel and do a good .bit of riding around, 
We have just returned from a 375 mile 
trip yesterday. 
The. colonel went to a 


town by the name Long, and took me 
with him. We were gone three .days. 
I am only seven miles from the.froni 
now, 
and every once in a while the 


Germans shell us with their 57s. .The 
Fritz planes come over every night and 
try and bomb us. He sure did let a 
bunch drop the other night. One; struck 
just 50 yards from me and i came near 
getting killed by a piece of casing. 
One little piec'e hit.my,helmet. -- 


"They expect some hard fighting on 
this front soon. This town is all-shot 
to pieces—over half the building have 
been destroyed. I met a lot of the old 
boys who were'sent with the Rainbow 
division when I was on my trip. They 
sure have done some hard fighting.

ARGUED IN COURT 


Administrator Asks a New 


Trial For Damages For 
Death of Wife In litlerur- 
ban Accident. 


In the court of appeals on Wednes- 


day, the arguments 
of counsel were 
heard' in the case of Geo. H. Taylor, 
administrator vs. the 
Ohio 
Electric 
railway company and the w»urt took 
the case under advisement The suit 
was brough for damages, growing out 
or' the death of plaintiff's wile who was 
struck and killed by an electric car 
near Hebron some month.-; .since.

Anglo-Americaii Offensive 


On Cambrai-St. Quentin 
Front Meets With Unus- 
ual Success. 
(Compiled from A. P. Dispatches) 
There is every reason to believe that" 
the great offensive of the allied armies 
in France had reached a climax and 
that the next few days may witness 
events which will mark an epoch in 
the history of the war. 
On a front 
extending from Routers,'on the north, 
to Verdun, far down toward the other 
end of the battle line, the Germans are 
being battered by successive blows and 
in some of these sectors they seem to, 
be in a very serious position. 


British and American forces struck 
a blow south of Cambrai yesterday that 
seems to have shattered what remain- 
ed of the great enemy defensive sys- 
tem in that region. 
Over a twenty 
mile front, the allies stormed ahead 
and at night fall appeared to be out in 
the open country and moving toward 
the Cambrai-Le-Chateau road, which is 
the only avenue of escape for the Ger- 
mans still in Cambrai. It now seems 
that the enemy must retreat hurriedly 
from the Cambrai region and that 
their retirement will involve the front 
far to the northward. 


Further south the French have won 
valuable ground and have moved ahead 
so that their front is virtually in line 
with that of the British and Americans. 


This advance taken in connection 
with the progress of General Berlho 
let's army along the Aisne, north of 
Rheims. appears to place the Laon 
salient within the jaws of a pair of 
pincers, 
which 
are slowiy 
closing. 
General Berthelot. has not only put 
Laon in a pocket, but his advance 
along the Aisne is most menacing to 
the Germans further east. 


C3eneral Gourad's army are forcing 
the enemy to retire slowly from the 
temporary lines he has held north of 
the Ames Jliver. 


Heavy machine gun fire has retarded 
the allied advance there- hut attempts 
by the enemy to organize counter at- 
tao-k failed compMely when it was 
caught by the allied heavy guns. 
Americans 
in company with 
the 


French have struck the- German linos 
east of the Mouse river north of Vcr- 
xlun and have carried the villages of 
Chnrny. Rrabrant. Ha union t, Conscn- 
voys and Beaumont, lying just to the 
rast of the ri\T,r. This attack was car- 
ried out with such force that the ob- 
jectives assigned for the troops were 
soon reached. At last reports the Ger- 
mans were being driven slowly back, 
fighting desperately. 


West of the Mcu*e. there has b«m 
some sharp fighting. I*ut no signifi- 
cant advances have been made during 
the pas' 'lay- The American progress 
a9ong ihe eastern edge of the Argonne 
forest has forced the (Jcrmans into a 
narrow snip of She forest of which it 
seojns.
